They claim that it can shoot 
a five-ton projectile 800 miles, and a 
man who is described as being one of 
the ablest ordnance 
experts 
in this 
country declares that it is probably 
the most destructive weapon of war 
ever invented. 
It is to be hoped that 
he is right, and the reason why we 
hope so is found in his comment on 
the new engine of destruction. 
“This 
gun,” he said, “will do more eventual­ 
ly to bring about peace than the Peace 
Conference. It will make war too ter­ 
rible for nations to engage in wars.” 
The same thing has been said over 
and over about the poison gases which 
have been discovered, but, terrible as 
these gases would make the next war, 
peace has not yet come. Yes, it begins 
to look as if it is only as a result of the 
invention of more and more destruct­ 
ive war weapons that peace will come; 
and if those invented so far are not 
destructive enough to convince man­ 
kind that to go to war again would 
be tantamount to civilizatioa commit­ 
ting suicide, there remains the hope 
that some day the invention of new 
war weapons will proceed far enough 
to bring us to that conviction. 
The Temple gun demonstrated by 
Dr. Hutchinson may mark a long step 
towards that goal. So lovers of peace 
cannot be charged with inconsistency 
if they cherish the hope that the de­ 
structive capabilities of the new wea­

his disappointment. 
“I do not wish to offer any excuses,” 
he says. 
“I believe I was defeated by 
the best fighter in the world. 
I take 
this occasion to express the thanks of 
myself and all my friends to the na­ 
tion and to the press for their fairness. 
I drink to the health of Jack Dempsey, 
and yours also.

States could not consider proposals 
to cancel or exchange Great Brit­ 
ain’s indebtedness to this nation, 
was placed in the Congressional 
Record yesterday by Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, republican leader. 
i\lr. Wilson’s letter, dated in Oc­ 
tober, 1920, was submitted to the 
(senate foreign relations committee 
by former Secretary Houston. 
It 
said that “suggestions looking to 
'the cancellation or exchange” were 
made to the former President in 
Paris. 
The communication appar­ 
ently was the reply to the British 
premier’s letter 
made 
public last 
week in the senate finance commit- 
1 tee hearings. 
Mr. Wilson’s letter said that the 
position of the United States had 
not changed and “it is not prepared 
to consent to the remission of any 
part of the debt of Great Britain to 
the United States. 
Mr. VV’ii son, it appeared, urged 
j Lloyd George to fund the debt, say­ 
ing that, if this was not done, em­ 
barrassment of the treasury would 
necessitate steps to collect unpaid 
interest. 
Expressing

tion outlie payment in due course,” 
Mr. Wilson added: 
“It is felt that the funding of 
these demand obligations of the 
British government /will do more to 
I strengthen the

“Has there been any correspond­ 
ence or negotiations with reference 
to our government accepting any of 
the German bonds after they have
